If  you  are  talking  about  the  dioxin,  PCB  and  volatiles  data,  David  O sent  the  data  to  me 
yesterday.  Wendy,  Dan  and  I needed  to  discuss  the  dioxins  data  with  a chemist  to  ensure 
we  fully  understood  the  uncertainties  of  all  of  the  data  qualifiers.  We  traded  emails  with  Bill 
Batschelet  late  yesterday.  I am  waiting  to  hear  from  Dan  what  can  be  said  about  ecological 
risk. 

With  regard  to  human  health,  I can  say  the  following: 


The  surface  water  sample  was  analyzed  for  volatile  organics  and  PCBs  while  the  sediment 
sample  was  analyzed  for  dioxins.  All  volatile  organics  and  PCBs  were  not  detected. 
Detections  of  dioxins  in  sediment  were  below  reporting  limits  and,  therefore,  reported  as 
estimated.  The  very  low  detections  of  dioxins  were  below  residential  soil  screening  levels. 
Therefore,  these  samples  do  not  pose  a human  health  risk.  It  should  be  noted  that  dioxins 
are  analyzed  at  very  low  detection  limits.  Dioxins  are  byproducts  of  incomplete  combustion 
of  chemical  compounds,  volcanic  action  and  forest  fires.  They  are,  therefore,  found 
throughout  the  environment  which  can  include  isolated  forested  areas.
